G.S.R. 1123.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the Gazetted posts in Technical Wing of the Ministry of Steel and Mines (Depart- 
ment of Steel), namely : 

1. Short title and commencement: (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Steel and Mines. Department of Steel (Gazetted 

posts) in the Technical Wing) Recruitment Rules, 1973. ’ 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Applications : These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed heroto. 

3. Number of Posts, classification and scale of pay: The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Methods of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications : The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit qualifications 

and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, ' 

5. Disqualifications: No person, 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government, may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so, doing, excempt any person from the operation of this rules. 

6. Power to relax : Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may for reasons to 

be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of provisions of tfiese rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons. v 

7. The savings : Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the members of 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard. 

8. Repeal : The Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engineering (class I posts) Recruitment Rules, 1969 and all regulations made there- 
under, are hereby repealed : J 

Provided that any order made or action taken under the rules so repealed shall bo deemed to have been made or taken under the corres- 
ponding provision of these rules.

G.S.R. 1 133, — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (5) of section 3 of the Seamen’s Provident Fund Act, 
1.966 (4 of 1966), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Scheme further to amend the Seamen’s Pro- 
vident Fund Scheme, 1966, namely:— 

1. (1) This Scheme may be called the Seamen’s Provi- 
dent Fund (Amendment) Scheme, 1973. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. After paragraph 58 of the Seamen’s Provident Fund 
Scheme, 1966, the following paragraphs shall be Inserted, 
namely: — 
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"58-A. Withdrawal from the Fund due to unemploy- 
ment, 

fl) The Commissioner may, on an application from a 
member, who has completed five years’ member- 
ship of the Fund, sanction a non-refundable with- 
drawal not exceeding ten per cent of his own total 
contributions with interest thereon if he remains 
un-employed for more than six months due to his 
turn for call notice not having been reached in the 
Seamen's Kmployment Office roster. 

(2) All such applications shall be made through the 
Director, Seamen's Employment Office, who shall 
certify to the above effect indicating the date of 
last discharge of the seaman and the date of last 
discharge upto which seamen in the same category 
have been called for muster. 

(3) No Second withdrawal under this paragraph shall 
be allowed within a period of two years from the 
date of payment of a withdrawal allowed under this 
paragraph. 

58-B. Withdrawal from the Fund for Illness In certain 
cases. 

(1) The Commissioner may, on an application from a 
member, sanction a non-refundable withdrawal upto 
twentyfive per cent of his own total contributions 
with interest thereon in the case of illness of himself 
nr of a member of his family or both in the follow- 
ing cases: — 

(i) hospitalisation lasting one month or more, or 

(ii) major surgical operation in a hospital, or 

fiii) suffering from T.B., Hansen’s disease, paralysis 
or cancer, or 

Civ) having been declared temporarily unfit either by 
the Seamen’s Medical Examination Organisation 
or by Company Doctor and is undergoing pro- 
longed medical treatment. 

Provided that no such withdrawal shall be granted to a 
member unless he has produced — 

(i) a certificate from a doctor of the hospital that 
the patient has been hospitalised or requires hos- 
pitalisation for one month or more, or that ti 
major surgical operation had or has become neces- 
sary, or 

Cii) a certificate from the Seamen's Medical Examina- 
tion Organisation or from Medical Officer of em- 
ployer or from Medical Officer of a hospital, 

(2) No second withdrawal under this paragraph shall 
be allowed within a period of two years from the 
date of payment of withdrawal allowed under this 
paragraph, 

(3) Where the Commissioner is not satisfied with a 
medical certificate furnished by the member under 
this paragraph, he may, before granting a with- 
drawal under this paragraph, demand from the 
member another medical certificate to his satis- 
faction. 

58-C. Withdrawal from the Fund for the purchase of 
a dwelling house or dwelling site or for Instruc- 
tion of a dwelling house or for additions, substan- 
tial alterations or Improvements to tbe dwelling 
house. 

(i) The Commissioner may, on an application from a 
member, who has completed ten years' membership of the 
Fund, sanction a non-refundable withdrawal not exceeding 
fifty per cent of his own total contribution with interest there 
on for purchasing a dwelling house out-right or on hire- 
purchase basis from the State Government or a cooperative 
society, institution, timst, local body, Housing Finance Cor- 
poration or a dwelling site or for construction of a dwell- 
ing house : 

Provided that where the withdrawal is sanctioned for the 
purchase of a dwelling site in a non-municipal area, the 
amount that shall be initially paid towards such withdrawal 


shall not exceed twenty five per cent of his own total contri- 
butions with interest thereon, and the balance which shall 
not exceed twentyfive per cent of his own contributions 
with interest thereon then standing to his credit, 
may be paid to the member at his request at the time of the 
construction of a dwelling house on such dwelling site: 

Provided further that where the withdrawal Is in respect 
of the construction of a dwelling house, it may be sanctioned 
in such number of instalments as the Commissioner thinks 
fit. 

(2) Where a dwelling site is to be acquired or houses are 
to be constructed by a co-operative society on behalf of its 
members with a view to their allotment to the members, the 
Commissioner may, on an application from any such member, 
who is also a member of the Fund, sanction withdrawal sub- 
ject to the limitation prescribed in sub-paragraph (1) and 
pay the amount direct to the said society to the account of 
the member. 

(3) Where the withdrawal Is sanctioned for the construc- 
tion of a dwelling house, tbe construction shall commence 
within six months of the withdrawal of the first instalment 
and shall be completed within six months of the withdrawal 
of the final instalment. Tn the case of purchase of a dwell- 
ing house or a dwelling site, the purchase shall be completed 
within six months of the withdrawal of the amount: 

Provided that this provision shall not be applicable In 
oase of purchase of a dwelling house on hire-purchase basis, 
from the State Government or a Co-operative Society or 
the Housing Finance Corporation. 

(4) Except in the cases specified in sub-paragraph (5), 
no further withdrawal shall be admissible to a member 
under this paragraph. 

(5) The Commissioner may, on an application from a 
member who has completed ten years’ membership of the 
Fund and he is satisfied that the member genuinely requires 
a withdrawal for the additions, substantial alterations or sub- 
stantial improvements necessary to the dwelling house, owned 
by such member, sanction a non-refundable withdrawal not 
exceeding twentyfive per cent of his own total contribution, 
with interest thereon outstanding to his credit in the Fund. 

(6) No withdrawal shall be granted for purchasing a 
share in a joint property or building a house on land owned 
jointly. A withdrawal may, however, be granted for build- 
ing a house on land owned by the spouse of the member or 
jointly by the member and the spouse: 

Provided that where a dwelling site or a dwelling house 
is mortgaged to the Central Government, State Government, 
a co-operative society, institution, trust, local body or Hous- 
ing Finance Corporation, solely for obtaining funds, for the 
construction of the house under any Housing Scheme for- 
mulated by the Central Government or State Government 
(except under the subsidised Housing Scheme for Industrial 
Workers), such a dwelling site or a dwelling house, as the 
case may be, shall not be deemed to he an encumbered 
property: 

Provided further that a withdrawal may be granted to a 
member for acquiring a flat in a building owned jointly 
with others, if other conditions in this paragraph are satis- 
fied. 

Provided further that a land acquired on perpetual lease 
or on lease for a period not less than 40 years for construct- 
ing a dwelling house or a house built on such a leased land, 
shall also not be deemed to be an encumbered property, 

(7) Where a withdrawal Is sanctioned for purchasing a 
dwelling house or a dwelling site or for the construction 
of a dwelling house, the member shall not 
sell the dwelling house or the dwelling site, as the case may 
be, at any time after the withdrawal of the first instalment 
and within a period of five years of the withdrawal of the 
final instalment and shall deposit and keep deposited for 
a period of five years, with the Commissioner the title deeds 
in respect of such dwelling" house or dwelling site, as the 
case may be, within such time as the Commissioner may 
direct.

(8) If the withdrawal granted under this paragraph ex- 
ceeds the amount actually spent for the purpose for which it 
was sanctioned, the excess amount shall be refunded by the 
member to the Fund within thirty days of the finalisation of 
the purchase or, as the case may be, within thirty days of 
the completion of the construction of, or necessary additions 
to, a dwelling house. 

(9) If the Commissioner is satisfied that the withdrawal 
granted under this paragraph has been utilised for a purpose

For the 
purpose of such recovery, the Commissioner may direct the 
employer to deduct such instalment from the wages of the 
member and on the receipt of such direction the employer 
shall deduct accordingly. The amount so deducted shall be 
remitted by the employer to the Commissioner within such 
time and in such manner as may be specified in this behalf 
by the Commissioner, for being credited to the member’s 
account. 

(10) Where any withdrawal granted under this paragraph 
has been misused, no further withdrawal shall be granted 
to the member under the said paragraph. 

58-D. Mode of payment of non-refundable withdrawals. 

Payment of withdrawals under paragraphs 58-A, 58-B and 
J8-C may be made either by postal money order at the cost 
of the payee or by crossed cheque sent through post, at the 
option of the member to whom payment is to be made."

— The following draft of certain rules to 
amend the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) 
Central Rules, 1971, which the Central Government proposes 
to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 35 
of the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 
1970 (37 of 1970), is hereby published as required by sub- 
section (1) of the said section, for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft will be taken Into consideration on 
or after the expiry of a period of 45 days from the date of 
publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft rules before the 
expiry of tho period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Contract Labour (Regu- 
lation and Abolition) Central (Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

2. In the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Cen- 
tral Rules, 1971. 

(1) for rule 5, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“5. Resignation. — (i) A member of the Board, not 
being an ex-oflicio member, may resign his office 
by a letter in writing addressed to the Central 
Government. 

(2) The office of a member of the Board shall fall 
vacant from the date on which his resignation . is 
accepted by the Central Government, or on the 
expiry of thirty days from the date of reciept of 
intimation of resignation whichever is earlier."; 

(ii) in rule 16, for sub-rule (2), the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(2) (i) The Committee shall meet at such times 
and places as the Chairman of the said Committee 
may decide. 

(ii) The provisions of rules 12, 13(2), (14) and 
(15) shall apply to the Committee for transac- 
tion of busiaess at its meetings as they apply to 
the Board, subject to the modification that the 
quorum specified in rule 15 shall be ‘one-third of 
the members’ instead of ‘five members’,”; 

(iii) in rule 23, for sub-rule (1), the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(1) On rcciept of the application from the con- 
tractor, and , as soon as possible, thereafter the 
Licensing Officer shall investigate or cause investi- 
gation to be made and satisfy himself about the 
correctness of the facts and particulars furnished 
in such application and the eligibility of the 
applicant for a licence.”
